Murray told reporters

that

would be up to the industry to 
initiate new negotiations, and that 
he was always ready to accept a 
bid. 
No More Compromises 
Murray made it clear in his re­ 
marks to the convention that he 
was unwilling to retreat from the 
eventual 26-cents an hour “pack­ 
age,” plus union shop, recommen­ 
dations of the government's wage 
stabilization board 
(W SB). 
The 
industry was balked at the WSB 
proposals. 
‘•This organization is not going 
tr compromise any more on this 
issue,” Murray told the cheering 
delegates. 
"Our demands already 
have been compromised 
by 
the 
WSB. We didn’t get all we want­ 
ed by any means. 
And w e’re in 
no mood to compromise any more 
with anybody.” 
A solution to 
the 
deadlocked 
steel dispute thus seemed as hope­ 
less as ever. 
Murray was willing 
to talk over his contract demands, 
but he placed a floor on any bar­ 
gaining by insisting on 
the 
full 
WSB’s terms. 
Pay Still Frosen 
Meanwhile, the 
industry 
was 
still under 
government 
seizure, 
with legality of the government 
of the seized industry in the lap 
of the supreme court. 
Wage rates 
and working conditions 
remain 
frozen by the high court s "status 
quo’* ruling. 
The 
Steelworkers 
convention 
prepared to quit in its fourth day. 
It has passed all th* expected re­ 
so lu te s—putting the 2,500 dele­ 
gates on record attain as favoring 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley labor 
law and aa supporting civil rights 
legislation. 
A batch of Truman

side in the steel labor contraversy. 
The real question—and one of 
which there was 
no 
immediate 
answer—was how long w ill the 
Steelworkers 
remain 
at 
work 
without a pay raise. They are now 
technically government employes 
under Truman’s 
seizure 
order, 
and as 
such 
are 
barred 
from 
strike action. 
May Try Lewia Trick 
However, delegates unanimous­ 
ly declared in a resolution Wed­ 
nesday that they wouldn’t 
work 
•'indefinitely” 
without 
higher 
wages and 
working 
conditions. 
This gave Murray 
an 
advance 
okay to call a strike it he chose. 
But any 
walkout 
likely 
would 
provoke a court injunction against 
the union. 
A possibility is a walkout, per­ 
haps involving only part of the 
industry at first and lacking 
a 
formal strike call from Murray. 
He then could plead to 
a 
court, 
which might order the men, as 
government employes, 
back 
to 
work, that the workers were act­ 
ing on their own initiative, not 
on union strike instructions. John 
L. Lewis once made that success­ 
ful contention when his coal min­ 
ers remained idle under seizure. 


Ace Pilot Shot 


Down In Korea 


lf. S. Fifth Air Force, Korea—(if 
—The Air Force announced today 
that Col. Walker M. Mahurin. one 
of America’s greatest fighter pilots, 
was shot down over Korea Tuesday. 
The 33-year-old Sa1*- e jet pilot 
who downed more than 25 planes in 
two wars hasn’t been heard from 
since he radioed: 
"I’ve been hit by flak and I think 
I'm on fire.’’ 
The air force said it didn’t know 
whether he parachuted. 
Mahurin, from Fort Wayne, Ind., 
was pioneering the use of Sabre jet 
fighters 
in dive bombing. 
That 
was one of his jobs as a combat 
group commander of the fourth 
* fighting wing, 
He was on his third mission of 
the day. He led Sabre dive bomb­ 
ing attacks on Communist airfields 
at Sinuiju across the Yalu river 
from Manchuria and on the rail 
network at Kunu, 85 miles to the 
southeast. 
He was hit over Kunu. 
Mahurin shot down 21 planes in 
Europe and one in the Pacific in 
the second World War. 
He was 
coedited with 3 4 planes shot down 
in Korea, one probably destroyed 
and one damaged. 
Mahurin 
came 
to 
Korea 
five 
months ago and was originally un­ 
der command of his close friend 
and World War II rival, Col. Fran­ 
cis Gabreski, top American ace 
still flying in combat. 


Newsprint Goes 


Up Another HO 


OTTAWA — (Pi — The 
Canadian 
government has agreed to allow' a 
$10-a-ton increase in the price of 
newsprint for export, but not on 
sales to Canadian publishers, a 
federal spokesman disclosed today. 
The spokesman said the increase 
was allowed because of the boosted 
exchange value of the Canadian 
dollar, lowering returns of sales in 
New York. 
Exporters quote their 
price in New York in United States 
funds. 
They have complained to the 
government that the rise of the 
Canadian dollar from a discount of 
almost IO per cent to almost two 
per cent above par. has reduced 
their returns in Canadian funds by 
about $10 a ton. 
There is no price control over 
Canadian newsprint but a news­ 
print administration has power to 
curb or boost prices as the govern­ 
ment sees fit. 
In this case, the Canadian gov­ 
ernment has simply stated that it 
will not interfere with the pro­ 
posed increase by Canadian pro­ 
ducers and has so informed the 
United Slates.

I cleared by voice vote and went to 
I the Senate with the distinction of 
being the first bill this year on 
j which the House actually raised 
the allotments recommended by the 
appropriations committee. 
The bill’s total of $62,391,780 was 
$1,500 more than the com m ittee had 
suggested, although about IO mil­ 
lion below budget bureau recom­ 
mendations. 
The money finances 
Congress, the Library of Congress, 
the 
Government 
Printing 
Office 
and related arms of the Legislative 
department. 
Expenses Deductible 
The $1,500 increase was for in­ 
stallation of more traffic signs and 
signals on Capitol Hill. 
But two other amendments, for 
tax relief and free office rental, 
could run the added cost of the hill 
into hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars. 
The tax amendment was offered 
by Democratic leader McCormack 
of

Are carnivals good for the co 
Escanaba^ city budget for the fiscal year beginning 
July I, as adopted last night by the City Council, will total 
$1,536,524.75. an increase of $24,881.21 over last year. 
The budget is balanced by 
an equal amount of revenues 
available for expenditures. 
Present at last night’s meeting 
were 
Mayor Robert E. LeMire, 
Councilmen Guy 
Knutson, 
Ed 
Cox and Jacob Bink. 
Council­ 
man Wesley Hansen was absent 
for business reasons. 
Sources Of Revenue 
Local tax collections represent 
a minor figure in revenues 
re­ 
ceived by the city. 
Total local 
city tax collections are listed at 
$238,195.51. 
Nearly an equal amount in rev­ 
enue, or $237,318.79, is from the 
state; revenues from other sources 
are $50,234.50; and $971,120.43 is 
total revenue from the electric, 
Ras, water and steam utilities. Of 
the total utility revenues $222,- 
520.50 is transferred to the gen­ 
eral fund as net profits. 
The Council gave first read­ 
ing to the appropriation ordinance 
and first reading to the tax levy 
ordinance last night. 
Budget Is Discussed 
John Baribeau appeared before 
the Council to discuss the bud­ 
get in hearing and questioned con­ 
tinuing the 2.5 street tax beyond 
one year. 
Other sources of rev­ 
enue should be explored by the 
city, he said. 
City Manager A. V. 
Aronson 
explained that the street tax, put 
into effect last year for the first 
time, helped meet rising operat­ 
ing costs, including salary 
in­ 
creases. 
If the street tax is re­ 
moved, the question will be how 
the budget can be reduced by 
that amount, he said. 
Mayor LeMire said the Coun­ 
cil in .studying the budget had 
been “economy minded” and the 
only way to further reduce the 
budget was to cut services to the 
people. 


Suggest Parking Meters 
In response to Baribeau’s ques­ 
tion why “the property owners 
always get it in the neck,” 
the 
city manager said city tax revenue 
represented only about two-fif­ 
teenths of the total budget. 
Baribeau suggested 
the 
city 
should explore the possibility of 
installing parking meters to aid 
in raising funds for streets and 
to help solve the city’s parking 
problem. 
Mayor LeMire said the Coun­ 
cil previously had been favorably 
disposed toward parking meters 
but had decided against such in­ 
stallation when business men on 
the main street by petition ex­ 
pressed opposition to parking me 
ters in a petition presented to the 
Council. 
The Safety Advisory Council, a 
citizen group, is now considering 
parking meters, the mayor said 
he had been advised. 
The mayor 
suggested to Baribeau that a pe­ 
tition favoring 
parking 
meters 
would be helpful if the Safety 
Council recommended such 
in­ 
stallation. 
Budget Is Adopted 
The Council gave first reading 
to a utility rate ordinance to be 
prepared by the 
city 
manager. 
Electric and water rates to the 
customers will be unchanged in 
the coming year, gas rates will 
be the same based on the BTU 
(heating unit) of 
propane 
gas 
which is higher than the present 
water gas. 
Steam rates are expected to be 
raised 7 cents per 1.000 pounds 
to cover increased fuel and op­ 
erating costs, the manager said.

Reds M ust Yield 
For Korean Truce 
T 
HE Communists are now daring UN ne­ 
gotiators to break off the truce talks 
at Panm unjom . There is little else left for 
them to do. since the barrenness of their 
bargaining position has been thoroughly 
exposed. 
The stumbling blocks in the path ot a 
truce have been reduced to one— the issue 
of repatriating prisoners. We flatly refuse 
to turn back to the Reds some 60.000 North 
Korean and Chinese who have said they do 
not wish to return. 
We will not commit 
them to death or slavery. 
For the Communists this is obviously a 
oitter pill. They cannot bring themselves to 
admit before the world that there are 60.- 
000 people fam iliar with Communist life 
who do not care to 
enjoy 
its 
"benefits 
again. 
Yet they will have to concede this if 
there is to be a truce. For we will not yield 
this point, 
and there is nothing else on 
which we Can give way. That means that 
at last we are approaching the moment of 
real decision. At last we are going to find 
out w hether the Reds really want a truce 
or not. 
Suppose the answer is “no.” Wrhat the 
military sequel will be is enybody’s guess. 
Certainly we will try to keep the Korean 
w ar on a limited footing, even though we 
may adopt new measures not heretofore 
tried. Our commanders insist, too. that 
we have the substance to contain any new 
Red offensives, despite the big build-up 
the Communists have managed during the 
protracted truce talks. 
It would be foolish to pretend that we 
would be “better off” under these altered 
circumstances. Almost nothing related to 
the Korean situation, 
either existing or 
foreseeable, is a 
subject 
for 
American 
cheers. Our choice seems to be from among 
varying degrees of badness. 
What, 
for instance, would be the out­ 
look for the 12,000 to 14,000 U. S. and Al­ 
lied prisoners held by the Reds? 
We need not fear that they would be 
•xecuted, for the repercussions of the Rus­ 
sians’ Katyn Forest massacre 
of 
Polish 
soldiers have been severe enough to con­ 
vince the Krem lin that world opinion can­ 
not be ignored. Yet there is no denying it 
would require long and painful negotia­ 
tions—under new circumstances—to 
free 
these men.

WASHINGTON — This column obtain­ 
ed an alarming secret cable from the Am­ 
erican embassy in Moscow darning thai 
Japanese business leaders are negotiating 
a new ti ade alliance with Communist Rus­ 
sia—because Jap goods are barred from 
the United States by high tariff. 
This is causing considerable worry at the 
State Department. 
American 
diplomats 
have been doing their best to persuade Eu­ 
ropean and non-Communist Asiatic coun­ 
tries to ban trade with Russia and China. 
But every time they mSke a stab in this 
direction, Congress or the tariff commis­ 
sion hikes tariffs higher. 
The secret cable from Moscow, sent by 
Hugh Cumming, minister-counselor of the 
American embassy, tells how two prom­ 
inent Japanese are in Moscow to arrange 
a trade deal with Russia because Japanese 
tuna fish and Japanese chinaware have 
been barred from the United States. The 
two Japanese leaders are Miyakoshi Ki- 
suke, member of Parliam ent and president 
of the Toyo M achinery Co.; with Hoashi 
Kei, ex-mem ber of the House of Council­ 
lors and leader of the Japan Industrial 
Council. 
Here is the secret embassy cable; 
“From: Moscow 
“To: Sec State (Secretary of State) 
“Emp (embassy) learned Miyakoshi trip 
here motivated by U. S. tariff hikes on Jap 
tuna and ceramics plus fears further in­ 
creases. Japs as result feel must seek m ar­ 
kets in Soviet and China mainland. Hoashi 
came because present

Into The Past 


A reader asks whether it is unusual lor 
a .voting man of 24 to have cataracts on 
both eyes. In answer, one can say that it 
is unusual, though not unknown, and in­ 
deed cataracts can even be present at birth 
Generally 
speaking, however, cataracts 
develop in the eyes in the later years ol 
lite—for reasons which are still obscure— 
in in connection with some disease such 
as diabetes. 
The first symptom ol a cataract is like­ 
ly to be blurring of the vision. 
Objects 
such as buildings, trees, or mountains will 
appear hazy or as if they were in a thin 
cloud. 
This if- because the lens ut the eye has 
bet orn# clouded. Like the lens of a camera, 
it must be clear to reveal a good picture 
Tbs? image recorded on the brain is like 
that which passes through the cam era lens 
to th* film. 
At Just the sight will not be too bad 
The amount of clouding depends on the 
change in the lens of the eye, 
and 
the 
blurriness or cloudiness of vision increases 
only gradually. 
Up to now there ie no generally accepted 


medical treatm ent tor a cataract. In other 
words, theie are no “drops” which can be 
put in the eyes or medicine which can be 
given by mouth or by injection which will 
improve the cataract oi delay the piogiess 
of the disturbed vision. 
A good drug tor this purpose may be 
discovered in time, 
but so far there is 
nothing of this kind which has received 
general medical acceptance. 
CATARACTS START SLOWLY 
The preferred treatm ent for cataracts is 
an operation. Cataracts start slowlv, how ­ 
ever, 
and a beginning cataract formerly 
was considered unsuitable for 
an 
opera­ 
tion until it had become mature, or "ripe. 
Now’, however, it is possible in many cases 
to operate on cataracts before they have 
become "ripe ” 
OI course this is not always possible and 
one must rely on the advice of Uie t^ve.sui - 
geon as to whether operation at a particu­ 
lar time is advisable or not. The fact that 
it can be done sometimes, however, has 
helped many people and has saved them 
from years ol poor vision. 
When properly treated the outlook tm 
someone whth cataracts is not bad ut all.

Dodd of the U. S. Army is being questioned 
in connection with his capture by Com ­ 
munist prisoners of w ar at a camp on Koje 
Island. 
Dodd was kidnapped by the prisoners 
and held hostage for 78 hours. During that 
period Dodd’s life was at stake. His life 
was spared when Brig. Gen. Charles Col­ 
son signed promise of concessions to the 
Reds. 
If thla la an example of the U. S. m ili­ 
tary mind at work then let us have the 
military be a little less critical of those 
civilians who dare question military pro- 
grams and expenditures. 
And if this is an example of the way 
career militarists meet emergencies with 
the enemy, then civilians cannot be indict­ 
ed for lack of courage in thinking of their 
own welfare first and relegating the sav­ 
ing of the world to second place.

THE FAILURE— When the people of the 
United States and the U. S. Congress balk­ 
ed at the program of Universal Military- 
Training. a spokesman for the military ac­ 
cused Congress and the people of capitulat­ 
ing to the Communists.

Gen. Dodd had the opportunity to stal­ 
in the hero’s role, supported by Gen. Col­ 
son. 
They were faced with the same chal­ 
lenge that has confronted thousands of 
fighting men on the front lines in Korea. 
It is not the first time in American his­ 
tory tiiat soldiers have been surrounded 
by forces of superior strength—and 
pre­ 
ferred to fight and to die rather than to 
retreat. 
b u ’ Gen. Dodd and Gen. Colson not only 
surrendered, they also signed a written 
promise of concessions to the enemy that 
has startled the world.

As prisoners it can 
be assumed that they were, in a sense, u n­ 
der duress, for the meaning of the word 
includes restraint.

prisoners kidnapped Gen. 
Dodd, 
and 
his release 
was obtained 
through promise of concessions, it was 
Immediately announced that the co nee*- 
sions and promises were invalid because 
they had been obtained “under duress.” 
Therefore the prisoners, 
under duress, 
placed the general under duress. 
If 
the 
general’s actions are excusable because he 
was under duress, then it .should likewise 
be noted that the actions of the prisoners 
W’ere excusable— tor they also were under 
duress at the time of the kidnapping. 
Gen. Dodd was under no greater duress 
than were the prisoners, perhaps less, since 
he is now free and they are still in prison 
camp 
The only factor that ran be fairly con­ 
sidered. therefore, is the courage and 
honor of Gen. Dodd. 
Any examination of his actions and those 
of Gen. Colson lead to the inevitable con­ 
clusion that both in this instance lacked 
the necessary courage to tight for the hon­ 
or of their country and themselves. 
The generals surrendered—to prisoners. 
Not a shot was fired.

BELGRADF. Yugoslavia—(£»)— 
Premier M arshal Tito’s govern­ 
ment all but annexed the 
Yugo­ 
slav-occupied zone of Trieste last 
night with m ilitary decrees tight­ 
ening the Communist nation’s hold 
on the disputed Adriatic territory. 
Tito’s orders followed his bitter 
protests that 
Yugoslav 
interests 
had been threatened by a British- 
American decision last 
week 
to 
give Italy a hand in ruling Tries­ 
te’s Zone A, which the two western 
powers have governed since World 
War II. 
Both Italy and Yugoslavia claim 
the entire 320-square-mile terri­ 
tory, which was divided and put 
under tem porary m ilitary rule af­ 
ter the war.

No Taxes At All 
Since Congress normally stays in 
session almost the entire year, a 
member could deduct the cost of 
his housing, meals, transportation,

and many other things while in 
Washington. 
For most members this could 
mean a tax reduction of around 
$2,000 annually. Those with higher 
than a v e r a g e living standards 
might pay no taaxes at all. 
The 
amendm ent

present tax exemption on a Con­ 
gressman’s annual $2,500 expense 
allowance ends. 
Senators and Representatives are 
paid $12,500 a year, plus a $2,500 
expense allowance which now is 
tax-free.

The fact that he 
suddenly became fat and lazy at 
puberty, after being so strenuous 
during childhood, strongly suggests 
a glandular upset.

Your Later Years

Because of the way many wo­ 
men have handled themselves in 
the home the last remaining re­ 
servoir of slave labor in this coun­ 
try is the wife. 
That’s why the deep discontent 
of so many housewives can actu­ 
ally be explained as a need to feel 
important. 
(This 
explains 
the 
popularity of the many soap op­ 
eras that dramatize the role of the 
housewife.) 
But blowing up her 
role is no good. It won’t work. 
The reason for this is that keep­ 
ing house is a means to an end 
only. 
And that end, the really 
important part, is the family. This 
means that it is possible for a 
woman to have true importance 
in making a home for her family. 
But it also means that many 
women are handicapped in their 
opportunities to develop their own 
sense of financial security. 
Business Training Helps 
It’s often been said that the 
woman who’s had some business 
training makes a better wife and 
housewife than the girl who goes 
straight from her father’s home to 
her husband's home. This is true. 
It means that she owns a certain 
sense 
of 
independence 
derived 
from the fact that she knows a 
way of earning her own living. 
This is a feeling that’s important 
to the self-respect of any man; it’s 
also important to women, who are 
human beings, too. 
Women need to have money of 
their own. Saving bits and pieces 
from the household money isn’t 
enough; this is skittering around 
the main problem. 
They need to 
have enough money of their own 
to give them some sense of finan­ 
cial security. 
Financial Security 
How can a woman achieve this 
for her middle years? 
In many 
ways. She can begin, as a young 
married woman, to earn money in 
spare hours. 
It may be a part­ 
time job oi- it may be work she 
can do in her home. 
Whatever it is, it should be 
enough to keep her feeling that in 
her middle years, she will not be 
one of the frightened, insecure 
women who is suddenly widowed 
and forced to work when she has 
never held a job in her life. 
Money is important to everyone 
and this includes women. A good 
marriage should, of course, be a 
partnership and this means a part­ 
nership in money matters as well 
as in other things.

Nothing could be w ider of the 
m ark than to assum e that reach­ 
ing a satisfactory understanding 
w ith organized labor absolves the 
em ployer from all further respon­ 
sibility in the field of em ployee 
relations. 
W hether a plant is or­ 
ganized or not, w hether the union 
is independent or affiliated w ith a 
national group, w hether the shop 
Is open or closed, the boss m ust 
still remain the boss or the enter­ 
prise system has been abandoned 
and collectiveism has set in. 
Our success in production rests 
tupon decisiveness, and that is a 
function of individual judgm ent. 
Com m ittees breed indecision, and 
d i v i d e d 
authority stagnation. 
When all 
the 
conferences 
have 
been held, and all the view points 
have been heard, there com es a 
tim e at every level of authority 
xwhen one man m ust decide. 
Wars 
are won that w ay, and A m erican 
production is based on that prin­ 
ciple. 
But the dynam ic difference b e­ 
tw een our tradition and that of 
production under the dictatorship 
that inevitably com es from collec­ 
tivism is that w ith us the worker 
of today m ay be the boss of to­ 
morrow if he has the stuff, and 
the worker w ho doesn’t like the 
decisions of his boss m ay quit and 
take another job. 
Bosses M ust Lead 
We forget that the sacred right 
to quit has disappeared from the 
m ajor part of the countries of the 
A^-orld, except ours. 
It is the first 
thing that collectivists take aw ay. 
But with us the boss w ho be­ 
com es arbitrary and m akes a habit 
of wrong decisions w on’t be boss 
long. 
The pace is too hot, and 
he w ill be asked to stand aside if 
he becomes an obstruction to good 
team work. 
So to stay as boss at 
his present level of authority, and 
to hope that he m ay advance to 
the level above, he m ust not only 


never seen the m achine that he 
operates, and his friends hardly 
know the nam e of his com pany. 
Such inherent difficulties in the 
relationship m ake the task of in­ 
dustrial leadership in finitely more 
d ifficult than in the days of the 
beginnings of our industrial revo­ 
lution, but it is the price w e pay 
for becom ing a great country, and 
the challenge m ust be m et by new 
m ethods and new determ ination. 
Organized labor is, of course, 
against us on this. 
C om pletely 
unasham ed they seek a m onopoly 
over 
all 
relationships 
w ith 
the 
worker. Though som etim es giving 
lip service to free enterprise in 
public speeches, they seek con­ 
stantly to destroy the leadership 
upon w hich it rests. 
Steady pressure is exerted now ­ 
adays in collective bargaining by 
the labor professionals 
to 
en­ 
hance their own power by lim it­ 
ing that 
of 
m anagem ent. 
They 
seek a veto power on all decisions. 
They w ant to determ ine w ho shall 
work at w hat job, or w ho shall be 
hired at all for that m atter, and 
they w ish to be the sole judges of 
w ho shall be dism issed. 


No Flow of Ideaa 
They w ant no 
flow 
of 
ideas 
from the top down in a com pany, 
and none from the bottom up e x ­ 
cept as the ideas com e through 
them , in order that a price m ay be 
exacted. 
A ll of which denies the 
concept of decisiveness and lead­ 
ership w hich gives the dynam ic 
quality to Am erican production. 
Tho A m erican w orker him self 
w ants it otherw ise, and he dem on­ 
strates that by his voting in public 
elections. 
The 
union 
m em ber 
w ears no m an’s collar these days 
when he is alone in the voting 
booth. 
I know a coal town w here the 
president of the local w as nom in­ 
ated for the legislature. 
The men 
had w alked out of the m ine when 
he told them to, but they voted 
overw helm ingly for the other fel­ 
low w hen 
it 
cam e to 
choosing 
som eone to hold public office in 
their behalf. 
. 
A ctually, I have the conviction 
be able to decide w isely, but he that in these very difficult tim es, 
m ust bring it about that others 
w ill carry out his decisions with 
understanding and enthusiasm . 
He m ust lead and not command. 
And who shall tell us what lead­ 
ership is, that m ystic but radiant 
quality that som e men possess be­ 
cause of w hich others sw ing joy­ 
ously into com m on action, confi­ 
dent that w hat they do is w isely 
conceived and em inently fair? 
^ Surely such 
leadership, which 
is above all the characteristic of 
A m erican production and a func 
tion of voluntary effort, springs 
from mutual understanding. 
The 
boss m ust know the worker and 
the worker m ust know the boss, 
and they must like and respect 
one another. 
Preservation of the 
dignity and worth of the individ­ 
ual dem ands this. 
No am ount of 
m oney incentive w ill bring forth 
the m axim um of effort 
w ithout 
such m utual understanding. 
Fortunate, indeed, is the presi­ 
d ent of a sm all com pany located 
in a com m unity of m odest size. He 
can and usually does know every 
m an on the payroll by his first 
name. 
He can call the em ployes 
together a group at a time, or 
even all at once, and tell them 
of the plans and hopes for the 
future or the problem s of the pre­ 
sent. 
The boss, the worker, and 
the town have an obvious and dir­ 
ect com m unity of interest that no 
one can miss. 
D ifficulties of Size 
But with a large com pany that 
m ay have plants scattered in var­ 
ious parts of the country the re­ 
verse is true. 
From a factory lo­ 
cated in a large city 20,000 w ork- 
may flow out of the gates each 
24 
hours to disappear into the 
m ass of the urban population over 
an area 50 m iles across. 
As the man shuts his front door 
w hen he comes hom e from work 
he shuts his com pany and job out 
ole his mind, for his fam ily have

They w on’t for a m in­ 
ute do som ething because he says 
they should, but they sense that 
he w ouldn’t be w here he is if he 
didn’t 
have 
intelligence. 
They 
sense also that his experience has 
given him opportunities 
to 
be­ 
com e inform ed on public ques­ 
tions, and before they m ake up 
their m inds 
they would 
like 
to 
hear what he has to say. A w ise 
boss tells them , tells them fairly 
and courageously, and lets no la­ 
bor union official intim idate him. 
N ecessity of Understanding 
Leadership, like everything else 
in life that is vital, finds its source 
in understanding. 
To be worthy 
of m anagem ent responsibility to­ 
day a man m ust have insight into 
the hum an heart, for unless he has 
an aw areness of hum an problems, 
a sensitivity toward the hopes and 
aspirations of those whom he sup­ 
ervises, and a capacity for analysis 
of the em otional forces that m oti­ 
vate their conduct, the projects 
entrusted to 
him 
w ill 
not 
get 
ahead no m atter how often wages 
are raised. 
U nhappily, this has not been 
our long suit so far. We have done 
far 
better 
w ith 
m achines 
than 
with people. 
The all but super­ 
natural advance 
that 
w e 
have 
m ade in technology, and the vast 
physicial expansion of plant that 
w e have brought about, have not 
been m atched by wisdom in the 
behavior of one man toward an­ 
other, or of a gang toward the 
leader. 
To a certain degree I am 
afraid that this is a result of the 
extent to w hich Am erican indus­ 
try during the past generation has 
been dom inated by * the engineer 
and the chem ist. 
I say this not 
critically. 
Being neither m yself, I 
have 
a 
respect 
bordering 
upon 
aw e for w hat the research and 
engineering geniuses have done to 
im prove our processes and pro­ 
ducts, but w hat 
I 
am 
talking 
about is m anagem ent em phasis. 
Bankers lending m oney alw ays 
call for a report by the engineer­ 
ing officer of the com pany, but 
never for one by the psychologist, 
although clearly, w hat 
is 
done 
with the m achines after they are 
installed is fully as im portant as 
their design and cost. 
Because a man has perfected 
great skill in probing and testing 
the physical properties of metals, 
or glass, or liquids, w hich can be 
m easured with 
precision instru­ 
m ents, it does not follow that he 
w ill be equally adept at analysis 
of the im ponderables of the hu­ 
man spirit for w hich no caliper or 
test tube w ill be of assistance. 
Both gifts are seldom found in 
a single executive, and the wise 
com pany has men w ho com ple­ 
m ent each other.
